WOMAN'S WORLD. 


H er P o litic a l A sp ira tio n s. 
Professor Felix Adler, in an address 
on “ The Political Aspirations of Wom­ 
e n ,’ * says: 
“ In no country is there more defer­ 
ence shown to woman than in ours, 
not alone in the outw ard exhibition 
shown them of courtesy, but genuine 
respect, which comes from all ranks of 
society. Yet she is denied the franchise, 
exoept in a few states, and there her 
franchise is in most cases confined to 
local matters. 
“ Her position, it bas been often said, 
is sim ilar to th a t of infants, crim inals 
and the insane 
Some even go further 
and say it is worse, for the infant w ill 
grow to manhood and inherit the right 
of citizenship, the sentence of the crim ­ 
inal w ill expire and his rights be re­ 
stored to bim, and even the insane per­ 
son may recover his reasoning power 
and enjoy the franchise again. 
In no 
country is there greater liberty, yet it 
was the intention of our fathers to lim it 
the m ale voters by a property require­ 
m ent, which was swept aw’ay by a tide 
of democracy early in the century. Our 
fathers probably never intended m atters 
to be as they are, but their barriers were 
unable to stand before the rushing tide 
of young democracy. 
Then came the 
civil war, and the franchise was given 
to the colored m an, yet it is still w ith ­ 
held from half of the population. 
“ Women need the ballot for self pro­ 
tection. 
It is true no class cill safely 
trust its interest to another. 
This is to 
me one of the convincing argum ents in 
favor of woman suffrage, aud I think it 
should be worked for deliberately and 
conscientiously. I believe that, when the 
tim e is ripe they should be participants 
in the government. 
I strongly believe 
that, but I believe the time, however, 
is not yet ripe. ’’ 
Iii conclusion, Professor Adler said 
th at education was the argum ent to 
open the gates. G reat power, he assert­ 
ed, did not beget freedom.

there had been great political training

Mrs. Lucy L. Flower, a trustee of 
the U niversity of Illinois, w riting in 
The Outlook on “ Women In Public 
Life, ” says: 
“ N ine-tenths of our public school 
teachers are women. 
Some of the very 
best aud most successful principals are 
women, and these women should cer­ 
tainly have a representative of their 
own sex among the school directors, 
some person or persons who can see and 
present the w om an’s point of view. 
O ur state universities are all coeduca­ 
tional, aud the interests of the young 
women in these institutions require rep­ 
resentatives on their governing boards. 
“ If a man be left w ith a fam ily of 
girls on his hands to bring up, his help­ 
lessness in the face of this responsibility 
is often truly pitiful. He w ill generally 
ow’n frankly th at he knows nothing 
about girls, and he appeals at once for 
some w om an’s help. 
Aud yet we have

putting the interests of young 
girls for four of their most im pression­ 
able years entirely in the hands of men, 
though there is a general acknowledg­ 
m ent of m an’s inability successfully to 
cope, unaided, w ith the needs of his 
own daughters. 
I believe th at if there 
were more of the right wom an’s influ­ 
ence in all of our colleges there would 
be less dissipation, but where there are 
girls it is a necessity that some one who 
understands their w ants as women— 
which few men can— should be able to 
stand for these interests in the councils 
of the trustees. ”

has labored w ith drunkards individu­ 
ally and in the jails. Twenty-five years 
ago she established in Brooklyn the 
famous Morris home, where hundreds 
of inebriates were cured sim ply by the 
power of good hygienic living and 
wholesome teaching. 
But there has al­ 
ways been som ething lacking u n til the 
year of grace 1896. 
W’hat th at some­ 
thing is and how she found it make a 
very interesting chapter of th eir owui. 
“ T hirty years ago Horace Greeley 
said, ‘Drunkenness is a disease, n o ta 
crime, ’ aud he was roundly abused for 
his idea. 
The habitual drunkard was 
the cherished target of the pulpit, the 
press, the reform er and the judge, and 
these powers ref used to have th eir bulls­ 
eye knocked out in that eaey way. 
The 
drunkard was jailed w ith enthusiasm , 
aud be has been kept jailed m ost of the 
tim e sinoe a t large expense to him and 
to us. 
I t is only of late th at G reeley’s 
advice bas struck home, and by the help 
of scientists wre are finding th at it is as 
wise to im prison a man for drunkenness 
as it is to ‘cage’ him for rheum atism . 
His disease may be, often is, his own 
doing—m ost diseases are the result of 
our own m istakes— but a disease, dipso 
m ania, rem ains, and we now rig h tly turn 
to the physician for the solution of the

What becomes of the ship that sinks 
in mid(x;eau? If it is of wood, it takes, 
in the first place, considerable time for 
it to reach the bottom. 
In 100 or more 
fathoms of water a quarter of an hour 
w ill elapse before the ship reaches bot­ 
tom. It sinks slowly, and, when the bot­ 
tom is reached, it falls gently into the 
soft, oozy bed, with no crash or break- 


Of course, if it is laden with pig iron 
or oorrespouding substanoes, or if it i* 
an iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some­ 
times strikes the bottom with such force 
as to smash in pieoes. 
Once sunken, a 
ship becomes the prey of the countiesi 
inhabitants of the ocean. 
They swarm over and through the 
great boat and make it their home. Be­ 
sides this they cover every inoh of the 
boat with a thick layer of lime. 
This 
takes time, of course, and when one 
generation dies another continues the 
work, until finally the ship is so laden 
with heavy incrustations, corals, sponges 
and barnacles that, if wood, the creak­ 
ing timbers fall apart and slowly but 
surely are absorbed in the waste at the 
sea bottom. 
Iron vessels are demolished more 
quickly than those of wood, which may 
last for centuries. The only metals that 
withstand the chemical action of the 
waves are gold and platinum, and glass 
also seems unaffected. 
No matter how 
long gold may be bidden in the ocean, 
it w ill always be gold when recovered, 
and this fact explains the many roman­ 
tic and adventurous searches after hid­ 
den submarine treasures lost in ship­ 
wrecks. — Exchange.

First Thermometer. 
The first thermometer was made in 
1621 by a Dutch physicist named Cor­ 
nelius Van Drebbell and consisted of a 
tube filled with air, closed at its upper 
end, and dipping at its other extremity, 
whioh was open, in a bottle of nitric 
acid diluted with water. 
As the tem­ 
perature rose or fell the air in the tube 
increased or grew less in volume, and 
consequently the liquid descended or 
rose.

The hero of the following story, Kts- 
sane, had been h prominent business 
man in Cincinnati.

large bank forgery: 
Into the Walker Nicaragua expedi­ 
tion. made up for the most part of "men 
jf strong character, tired of the hum­ 
drum of common life and ready for a 
oareer which might bring them the 
sweets of adventure or the rewards of 
fam e.” Kissane now. on coming out of 
the penitentiary, threw himself with all 
the abandon of hie daring nature. He ar­ 
rived at Nicaragua Feb. I, 1866. 
Un­ 
der an assumed name he Was soon ap­ 
pointed 
and commissioned 
assistant 
commanding general, with the rank of 
major, and ordered to take charge of the 
commissariat of the army. 
He showed 
inch ability that Walker soon promoted 
bim. 
For eight or nine months lie had 
the entire finances of the country in his 
hands, and but for his careful manage­ 
ment the filibustering scheme, it is con­ 
ceded, would have met an earlier de­ 
feat. 
WThen General Walker marched to 
Rivas, he left Granada in oharge of 
Kissane. The latter made sudden sallies 
on the neighboring haciendas, and, cap­ 
turing the wives and daughters of prom­ 
inent Nicaraguans, held them as hos­ 
tages to be exchanged for money or pro­ 
visions. 
He is reputed to have made a 
fortune in the sale of confiscated hacien­ 
das and vouchers. 
Under his direction 
cathedrals aud convents and private 
dwellings were pillaged of gold, silver 
and jewels. 
The plunder, which filled 
•ix large cedar chests, was melted, 
packed in small bulk aud shipped to 
New Orleans. 
Robed in priestly vest­ 
ments and carrying the holy eucharist, 
Kissane led a triumphant procession 
through the streets of Granada. His au­ 
dacity and bravery won him devoted 
followers. 
Few, if any, of his compan­ 
ions in arms suspected his early history. 
Nevertheless the tropics did not. shield 
him wholly from memory of the past. 
Recognizing in one of the youthful fol­ 
lowers of the army the son of a man 
who had testified against him in the 
M artha 
Washington 
case, 
Kissane 
had the young man arrested on some 
trumped up charge and shot down in 
cold blood. 
At the collapse of the expedition Kis- 
sane caused to be published in the pa­ 
pers accounts of the heroic death of 
himself under his new’ name. 
Mean­ 
while he escaped from the country to 
Panama on board the United States 
sloop of war St. Mary a, Captain Davis.

In The Atlantic Monthly Mr. Charles 
Warren Stoddard, describing the ap­ 
pearance of Bret Harte’s “ The Luck of 
Roaring Camp, ” explains the story of 
the woman who wats opposed to its pub­ 
lication. There have been many render­ 
ings of this incident. 
Mr. Moddard s 
version is unquestionably the correct 
one. 
In the August number of The Over­ 
land Monthly (1868) appeared “ The 
Luck of Roaring Camp.” If Mr. Harte 
had been in doubt as to bis vocat ion be­ 
fore, that doubt w’as now dispelled for­ 
ever. 
Never was a more emphatic or 
unquestionable literary success. 
That 
success began in the composing room, 
when a female compositor revolted at 
the unaccustomed combination of men­ 
tal force, virility and originality. 
No 
doubt it was all very sudden and unex­ 
pected. It shook the editorial and com­ 
posing rooms, the business office aud a 
limited number of worthy people who 
bad seen “ The Luck” in manuscript as 
they had never been shaken save by the 
notorious Californian earthquake. 
The 
olimax was precipitated when the justly 
indignant editor, whose motives, liter­ 
ary judgm ent and good taste had been 
impeached, declared that “ The Luck of 
Roaring Camp” should appear in the 
very next number of The Overland 
Monthly or he would resign his office. 
Wisdom finally prevailed, the article 
appeared, The Overland’s success was 
assured, and its editor was famous.

M IR RO R S OF AIR. 


W hat It la That C a u m th* M ar**!* of 
th* IMIraf*. 
The cause of the mirage is now well 
understood—so well understood that 
there are ways of making small mirages 
for experiment. 
The simplest explanation that I can 
give is to say that the rays of light com­ 
ing from the thing that is seen are bent 
in going through layers of air differently 
heated. 
When these rays are so bent as 
to be almost level with a layer of air, 
they do not enter it at all, but (so to 
speak) glance off and are reflected as if 
from a mirror. Then the air reflects just 
as a glass mirror or a body of water 
would, if it lay between the eye aud the 
trees or ship. 
This explanation W ill give you a gen­ 
eral idea of the cause of the mirage. In 
the case of the desert the reflecting air 
mirror is believed bv the observer to be 
water, and the image changes its place 
as you go forward just as a reflection 
would move as you advanced on a glass 
mirror. 
lu the case of toe ship the air 
mirror seems to be above you and re­ 
flects the ship, which is really oat of 
Mghr over the horizon. 
Bat I do not 
pretend to explain all about the uiffn 
em images that may possibly be formeu 
under different conditions of the atmos­ 
phere; that is a schoolroom task, and a 
hard one. 
The fata morgana is a form or modi­ 
fication of mirage often seen in the 
straits that separate the toe of the 
“ boot” of Italy aud the island of Sicily, 
just opposite. 
When the sun is just at 
the right position and sea and air are 
also ready to help, strange views of ob­ 
jects upon the opposite coast are seen 
from Oalabria—sometimes 
magnified 
and set against a background of colored 
mists. 
Fats morgana means the fairy 
of the sea. 
It is said that sometimes, during a 
bot and still summer day, by placing 
the eye close to the surface of a dry 
road, a mirage can be seen, but I have 
never tried it. 
Before these and other strange sights 
were understood and explained we need 
not wonder that sailors and travelers 
held many strange beliefs in regard to 
them.—Tudor Jenks in St. Nicholas.
